Work on the Railroad. 


The Russkai Siavo of Moscow publishes an 
interview with Prince Hilkoff, the minister 
of communications, in which he states that 
the double tracking of the Siberian railway is 
impossible for the purposes of the present 
war, but that minor improvements, especial- 
ly the construction of sidings, will bring up 
the carrying capacity of the road to the equtv- 
alent of twenty-two trains each way daily. 
At present there are only eighteen trains daily 
each way. 

Prince Hilkoff says he does not expect 
that the strike in the railroad shops will 
continue, but should it do so he may have to 
order cars and trucks from foreign manu- 
facturers.

Evidence is accumulating that Emperor 
Nicholas, throughout the present crisis, has 
acted largely upon the advice of Grand Duke 
Sergius, who is the most reactionary member 
of the imperial family, the head of what 
is denominated the war party, and whom the 
liberals stigmatize as Russia's evil genius. 
With the first appearance of Father Gopon 
in the movement Sergius urged the necessity 
of putting down the demonstrations in the 
most energetic manner. Since Sunday last 
his band is considered to have been visible 
in the appointment of Gen. Trepoft to the 
governor generalship of St. Petereburg, with 
the exceptional powers conferred upon him. 


the Reaction Policy. 

Grand Duke Sergius is known to be respon- 
sible for the charges placarded by Deputy 
Chief of Police Roudneff of Moscow, which 
is causing Foreign Minister Lamsdorfl em- 
barrassmnent, and now, it is believed, he is 
about to prevail in the matter of the naming 
of Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky’ s successor in 
the ministry of interior, M. Boulisan, for- 
merly governor general of Moscow, who, 
like his patron, is an extreme reactionary. 

Grand Duke Sergius, more than M. Witte, 
is. responsible for the elimination from the 
| imperial «manifesto of Minister Sviatopolk- 
Mirsky’s plan for an elected zemstvyoists’ 
council of the empire. 

Against Sergius’ influence the ministers 
at present are apparently powerless. Sergius 
reigns in the little palace inside the strong 
ramparts of the Kremlin fortress in Moe- 
cow, whence he dispatches pes a courier 
to Tsarskoe Belo. 


Arrests; Gopon 
Arrests continue. Among those seized last 
night and conveyed to St. Peter and St. Paul 
fortress were Takonbovich, the poet, who 
served a term of exile in 1886 for connection 
with the revolutionaries; Mme. Pimenoff, an 
aged writer, and her daughter. 

Father Gopon, it has now been definitely be- 
tablished, escaped through Finiand and was 
conveyed across the gulf to Sweden by sym- 
pathetic Finns.

Lemstvos in Revolt. 

The semstvos of Saratoff, Nijni-Novgorod, 
and Vladimir, have adjourned because the 
St. Petersburg semstvos are p in 
control of the governmental machinery of 
the provinces, and some of the liberals are 
trying to induce ‘others to close, with the 
object of further embarrassing the govern- 
ment and compelling it to yield te the de- 
mand for the convocation of a eonstityent. 
assembly. 

A marshal of the nobility from one of the 
central provinces has expressed the opinion 
that the government could not extract itself 
from the present situation without substan- 
tial concessions. He believed that within 
three months, in the face of thickening trou- 
bles, it would be obliged to create a semsky 
zabor, 

The situation in Poland is increasingly 
threatening, espetially in Warsaw and Lods. 
In the latter place, it is reported, 100,000 
men are out on strike. There are prospects 
of extension of ‘the strikes in Odessa and 
other manufacturing cities of southern Rus- 
sia, where the workmen are better ner 
and more serious.

NEED. oF. RUSSIA Is MAGNA 
CHARTA, NOT CONSTITUTION. 


Nicholas Has No Intention to Grant YY 
Constitation Untill Nation Is Ready 
for It—Peasnntry Not So Ignorant as 
Formerly, but Are Thought Not to 
Have Advanced Far Enough to Be 
Able to Understand the 
of Self-Government.

Washington, D. C., Jan 20.—[Special. 12 
Russia needs today a Magna Charta rath 
than a constitution, The mass of her people, 
fettered by ignorance, still observant of hab- 
ite which were born and developed in cen-. 
turies of serfdom, and living under 
climatic and economies conditions, would not 
know what to do with a representative form 
of government if they had it. A close study 
of the political and social questions of the 
empire forces the conclusion that what is 
needed is a declaration of rights, such as waa 
embodied in the Magna Charta and bin ot 
rights of England and epitomised in the flrut 
ten amendments to the constitution of the 
United States. When these rights, some of 
which are authorized by law, but not enjoyed, 
are respécted and understood then the state 
may be entered 
upon. 

the above in. 
part the views of the emperor of Russia and 
must be those of every fair student ot the 
conditions in the empire. Nicholas II. has 
repeatedly declined to grant a constitution 
because he holds: that the people are not 
ready for it. There are many educated men, 
those among the zemstvos, for example, who 
could take office under the new form of gov- 
ernment, but the emperor fears they would 
develop into an oligarchy, which would be of 
no ter value to he people than is the 
bureaucracy; 

Change of Brutal Masters. . 

In other words, it would be simply to change 
brutal masters. What he wants is that the 
people shall be gradually developed until 
they are able to take care of their own in- 
terests. But his policy of progress is handi- 
capped by this important reservation: Noth- 
ing will be permitted which infringes in any 
way on the power of the autocracy.

The ignorance of the peasantry isn't so 
dense today, but I doubt if the ordinary 
muzhik has any more than a hazy notion as to 
what constitution means. That is for his 
‘betters to consider. What he wants is eco- 
nomic relief. 


Present Rights in Use Forty Years. 
When Alexander II. freed the serfs more 
than forty years ago he introduced a system 
of local self-administration which was de- 
signed to fit the peasantry_eventually for a 
constitutional form of government. The 
people of the country were authorized to 
elect delegates to a council for the respec- 
tive: volosts or townehips. This council 
elects a starshina, or maycr, who presides 
over the volost; starosta or assistant mayors, 
ho administer the affairs of the respective 
communes which make up the volost; and 
a secretary starshina, who, under the law, is 
required to have something of educa- 
tion in order to prevent the council and his 
chief from adopting measures which are 
contrary to the statutes of the empire. 

There are two peasant police officers 

elected by the people—a sotnik, who is named 
by a hundred households, and a desiatnik, 
who is selected by ten households. f 

Suffrage is limited in cities and towns to 
real estate owners and heads of industrial 
or commercial concerns, They elect the 
council, or, to. give it the Russian name, the 
duma. The mayor i elected by the dunia, 
but its choice is not necessarily final. The 
mayors-elect of capitals of provinces must 
iss confirmed by che minister of the interior, 
| and those of other éities and towns by the 
proyincial governors. The emperor names 
the mayors of St. Petersburg and Moscow 
from the two candidates who have received 
the highest number of votes. 


Zemstvos Are Second Stage. | 

The zemstvos represent the second and final 
stage of participation by the people in the 
government. There are two classes of 
zemstvos, those elected for the district and 
those elected for the province. Members of 
these bodies include nobles, merchants, 
priests, and peasants. The peasantry chooses 
the delegates to the district zemstvos through 
the volost councils, . Individyal landholders, 
a majority of whom are of noble birth, ob- 
serve a different system in selecting their 
delegates. Their voting 4ualification. is 
based upon landed property. A person hav- 
ing more than the prescribed minimum is en- 
titled to a vote: those having less than the 
prescribed minimum have a collective vote. 
The district zemstvos elect the delegates to 
the provincial semstvos. The leaders of these 
latter bodies are the men who demanded last 
November à constitutional form of govern- 
ment. 

Little Interest in Elections. | 

There is comparatively little interest taken 
by the people in the elections. Membership 
in a council or zemstvo carries with it no

To the western mind there is nothing ex- 
fraordinary in the above reforms, On the 
other hand, they embrace conditions which 
the people of the United States regard as ab- 
solutely indispensable for their just govern- 
ment.

When 
they know that the eyes of the world are 
on them, the Russian people will take cour- 
ea they will heroically mount the gallows 
or the funeral pyre, and dare to do all the 
more for knowing that the prayers and bene- 
‘dictions of humanity. attend them. eye 
“The czar’s government is not indifferent 
to public opinion. If it was, would it keep an 
army. of brazen liars all over the world to 
spread untruthfyl reports of happenings? 
“They say that the United States must 
keep on friendly terms with the Russian gov- 
ernment, because we sell them a few eie- 
vators, or tons of steel every year. Is com- 
mercialism the last test? Are gold and silver 
our only principles? Is the nation which has 
had a Lincoln and a Washington to be 
silenced because it can sell a ton of steel? 
Preaching in Sinai temple in the morning 
Dr. Hirsch had predicted the success of the 
people of Russia in their demand for liberty. 


Tells of Years in Exile. 


Mme. Breshkovsky; addressing the Audi- 
torium meeting, spoke first in Russian to her 
countrymen in the hall, and then in Freneh, 
which was translated into English for the 
remainder of the audience. 

“I am an old revolutionary socialist of 
Russia,” she began. “In Russia any one 
who works for the liberty of the people is 
already considered a Tevolutionist,. and the 
more he works for their good the greater are 
his chances of being exiled to Siberia. I have 
been in prison and under the hands of the 
government for thirty years, exiled.in Si- 
beria for twenty-two years, before I was able 
to take up my chosen work again. 

When I returned I found the people had 
learned to read and had grown strong in 
their demand for political liberty.” 

Following came an address by Thomas 
Morgan, a discourse on socialism more than 
an appeal for ald and sympathy with the 
Russian cause. He closeg by saying: 

It is proper for the people of this country

THE ISLE OF PINES. 

Chicago, Jan. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune. 1 
~The senate has up for ratification a treaty 
ceding the Isle of Pines to Cuba for the 
alleged consideration for two coaling stations 
already previously paid for by a cash con- 
sideration. 

There are some peculiar things connected 
with this Isle of Pines question which, like 
Banquo's ghost, will not down.” This qués- 
tion of the cession of the Isle of Pines to 
Cuba now figures down simply and purely to 
a fight between a few thousand American 
people, largely from the central west and 
northwest states, and the tobacco trust. 

This gigantic corporation immediately 
after the Spanish war went into Cuba-and 
began the purchase of tobacco lands. These 
purchases continued until the trust had ac- 
quired some 225,000 acres of the finest to- 
bacco land in the Vuelta Abajo distriet of the 
province of Pinar del Rio. The trust ther 


discovered that the Henry Clay and Bock & 


Co., which manufacture 75 per cent of all the 
tobacco and cigarets exported’ from Cuba, 
and which had been taken over by the trust, 
had grown all their tobacco the last two 
years of the Spanish-Cuban war in-the Isle 
of Pines; that there were several hundred 
thousand acres of tobacco lands on the Isle 
of Pines equal in every respect to the finest 
tobacco land in Cuba. If the Isle of Pines 
remained United States territory the trust's 
immense land investment in Cuba would be 
largely a loss, as with the difference in duties 
the Isle of Pines tobacco would supersede the 
Cuban product. The trust had one of two 
things to do, either to repeat their Cuban in- 

vestments in the Isle of Pines or prevent if 


possible the retention of the isle by the 


United States. They decided on the latter 
course, and for over two years and a half 
have, carried on their campaign along the 
same lines as their other business dealings. :

PEACE ALONE WOULD HAVE BUT 
TEMPORARY EFFECT. 


Most Important Possibilities Point To- 
ward Lower Prices—Russian Bonds 
Hold Firm—Bank Statement Shows 
Further Gain in Deporits—Activity 
in Colnmercial National Stock Inci- 
dent to Building Plans Subsides, as 
Werk Will Not Begin Till May, 1906. 


Peace in the orient could hardly have more 
than @ temporary effect on the market, while 
a condition in Russia which should threaten 
repudiation of state debts could not fail of a 
pronounced evil effect. The market has, 
therefore, much to in the situation and 
little to gain. The to of prices of Rus- 
sian bonds in Paris and Berlin has been m- 
terpreted as significant of an end of the war. 
It is a fact that, beginning early in the week, 
prices advanced daily. The advance could 
not have been due to Russian uprisings, and 
must therefore have resulted from what 
Was thought to be chances of peace between 
the two warring nations, The uprisings, as 
a factor in the advance, would be the sug- 
gestion that hostilities in Manchuria must 
Cease because of dangers at home. At all 
events, Russian bonds advanced. 

The war to date has not apparently in- 
jured the market. Prices are high and have 
deen high through the various stages of the 


stock market began rising in June and July, 
and continued, with slight interruptions, un- 
til the present level was reached. It was 
only when fear of complications with other 
nations arose that the war was considered, 
Now it is not the matter of the war so much 
as whether R securities are in any 
part to be repudiated. What would happen 
in Paris and Berlin is easily understood, and 
what a panic at those centers would mean 
in London can also readily be appreciated.

Stocks Will Not Decrease as Much ro- 
day as They Did Last Year, in Fact 
May Show Some Increase, bat Bulls 
Count on a Rapid Falling Of Nest 
Month—Prices for the Week Higher 
~Ingqreased Country Selling of Cora 
Other Commercial Newa. 


Events ot the last week have not made the 
solution of the interesting problems of supply 
and demand of wheat in this country and 
abroad and of prices in this market much 
easier of solition. There is a possibility, 
however, that some new light will be thrown 
on the question in the next week or two. 

The wheat trader will watch the figures of 
the visible supply at important markets in 
this country more closely than ever, for it 
was a year ago haet Monday that stocks 
reached their um on the crop, 40,612, - 
000 bu, and to decrease rapidly, the 
‘week ending a year ago showing a decrease 
of 852,000 bu, From that time on there was 
a steady and at times a rapid decline for the 
rest of the crop year. For the current crop 
year stocks reached their maximum two 
weeks earlier, a figure just 7,000 bu higher 
than the highest total a year ago, since which 
time they have decreased about 1,200,000 bu. 

It looks, however, as though this declining 
tendency might have been checked, for a time 
at least, by libefal receipts in the northwest. 
Stocks at Minneapolis and Duluth are esti- 
mated to have increased about 400,000 bu last 
week, compared. with an increase of only 
102,000 bu for the corresponding week last 
year If northwestern receipts should con- 
tinue liberal for a week or two longer, the 
comparative statement might again show 
larger stocks than last year some time dur- 
ing February, a condition which on the face 
of — at least would not be encouraging 
22 radical bull theories as to the danger 

f complete exhaustion of supplies of milling 
wheat. There is likely at least to be only a 
small decrease in stocks on Monday, perhaps 
none at aJl. 

Smaller Movement 

Receipts of sprink wheat in the north west 
of last 
year, the consensus of opinion in that quar- 
ter declaring farm reserves unusually low. 
Last year in February receipts in the south- 
west were liberal, Kansas City and St. Louis 
at times gettin several hundred thousand 
bu daily. Receipts there have been running 
much lighter than a year ago for some time, 
and there is hardly ‘any Mkelihood of a free 
movement the coming month. Primary re- 
ceipts, therefore, are likely to be smaller 
than a year ago. But if stocks of wheat in 
the possession of millers through the country 
generally are of fair proportions, as indicated 
by\many advices to local grain dealérs, the 
demand on stocks at important accumulating 
centers might easily be less active and acute 
than a year ago, with the result that stocks 
would decrease more slowly. In that event 
the problems would merely be postponed a 
month or so longer, for the scarcity of con- 
tract or of choice milling wheat will 
conti to make it easy for the bulls to 
maintain their position.
